All Present 

ÎN spile of 1lio dopro.^.'iinp economic news 
i.ssuing from the ncw.spapers of the 
world, and the supposed lack of jobs?, and 
consequently, of money, -which was to de- 
plete the ranks of collofrc students accord- 
inp to many ob.<;prvor.'<. the rcgi.stration 
figures printed cKscwherc in thi.s issue 
.show that there is an inérea.se in attend- 
ance at McGill this fall as compared with 
the .ses.^ion which clcsed in June. 

Durinp iho .«ummcr, while business 
was .steadily on the decline, magazine writ- 
ers and affiliated sources of misinforma- 
tion, offered two probable forecasts as to 
the effect of bu.sincss- depre.s.';ion on the 
Vniver.'sity repi.stration. Fir.«t, foremost, 
and mo.st ob\ ious, was the prophe.'^y that 
lack of money would cut short many prom- 
ising arid many not-so-promisinp carcer.s. 
With not a job to be found in the country, 
they said, how can the young man or 
woman going through college on the pro- 
verbial .'<hoe-.';trinp. hope to save up in four 
months enough to pay for another winter 
at college? Decidedly, there will be a fall- 
ing off in university registration in the 
fall. ■ _ , 

As the enlightened reader will have 
already deduced, an explanation like this 
is far too simple for the writers or period- 
ical articles. They must invent, devise or 
otherwise concoct another side to the ques- 
tion. And after mature consideraton a 
direct contradiction of the former predic- 
tion appeared. The obtuse argument went 
like this — In these times of stress and 
trouble one of the few .unchanging values 
is that attaching to advanced education. 
'J'herefore, more people this fall will see the 
]joint in sending their children off to col- 
lege and registraton will jump upward as 
never before. 

A small group of cynics also adopted 
the latter view but for a very different 
reason. They maintained that the incom- 
petent or unfortunate young graduates 
\\-lio had lost their jobs would flock back 
to the colleges for protection in a world in 
which they could not hold their own. 

Wii insist that both views are wrong. 
Oui' slight advance in registration re- 
flects the slow, healthy growth, of the uni- 
versity and has nothing to do with outside 
conditions. Although the summer may have 
been a hai'd one for many people it was no 
wor.se than u.suul for the university man 
j'cally in search of a job, and the fact that 
most of the men and women who work 
their way thi-ough college are back with 
us again speaks highly for theii- ability to 
find and stick to work even during a period 
of natural

in a new country, and esiiccialiy in Canada today 
dissolute; and dissolution never produced an. As 
foi' soil, tlicrc is no such tiling us a Canadian tra- 
dition or Canadian ideals. They arc aiT mixtures of 
BritLsh and American traditions and- ideals, This 
bolng the case, tlic conclusion is obvious; that the 
gi-iiius will find tlic siiiuc soil, only riclicr and 
purer and more abundant, If lie goes to England 
or tlic United States.
